Basing the actions on the recent 
ruling of the Court of Appeals that 
the abbreviation 'inc" does not ful- 
fill the law which requires the word 

Incorporated" to be plainly dis- 
played in all advertising done by in- 

rporated firms, Commonwealth's 
Attorney Denny P. Smith has filed 
'ight suits for $500 each against 
:ompaiiies of this city. 

The Williamson Stone Company 
and The Meacham Construction Co., 
have two suits each and The Ander- 
son-Fowler Drug Company one. In 
all five of these ca3es the complaint 
is that the defendants did unlawfully 
and willfully fail and refuse "to have 
the word incorporated appear in cer- 
tain newspaper advertisements." In 
all of the advertisements complained 
of the abbreviation was used by the 
newspaper. The same complaint is 
brought against The Forbes Manu- 
facturing Company in two cases, 
with the exception that the adver- 
tisements to which exception is tak- 
en appeared in the Home telephone 
directory. One count is lodged 
against the Giant Insurance Agency, 
which is different, it being alleged 
that they failed to have the word ap- 
pear on a sign which was hung in 
iront of their place of business. 

Only last week five cases, similar 
to the first five outlined above, 
against The Cumberland Telephone 
Company were settled by the tele- 
phone company accepting a fine of 
;U00 in one case, the other four being 
dismissed. 

The Forbes Mlg. Co., had an ad- 
vertisement in the telephone book 
ihat appeared on numerous pages. 
In many of them the word was used 
and on one page it was abbreviated. 

In the case of The Meacham Con- 
struction Company the copy con- 
tained the word incorporated but 
was abbreviated by the printer and 
corrected as soon as the publisher 
discovered that, the full word was 
not used. The suits are based on 
the advertisement as it appeared in 
the New Era May 2nd and 3rd.

In former years the 
biueau of fisheries was able to cap- 
ture as high as 210,000.000 eggs In 
the Sus'iuelianna river, as opposed to 
8,000,1)1111 | agt year on the Delaware 
river, where the catch has gone as 
hlK'i :>s n:,. i.ooo. It last year fell be- 
low BOO, ), while on the Potomac it 

fell from r.s.onn.ooo to 12,000,000. Sim- 
ilar conditions exist in all streams 
along the coast and arc rapidly grow- 
ing worse. 

This condition is due, not to the ab- 
sence of captured fish or to Inactivity 
on the part of the bureau, but to the 
Improved methods at present used by 
fishermen in capturing the fish. Shad 
always spawn In fresh water, and they 
come into the rivers and their tribu- 
taries in search of (pawning grounds. 
At other seasons of the year they live 
In the open waters ol the ocean. In the 
spawning season they were known to 
be so plentiful years ago In the Poto- 
mac and tributaries of the Chesapeake 
that It was with difficulty that a boat 
could be pushed among them. Captain 
John Smith found them so when, iu 
early Jamestown days, he pushed a 
small boat up the Potomac to a water- 
fall above Washington which stopped 
their advance.
